What are we going to do with the results, is it going to morph into 
something else? 

� Agency Self-Assessments – Agency results for those who are doing 
exceptionally well in different areas – how are they achieving those 
results, best practices, etc. 

� POG – is it being revamped? 
� Performance Measures – Using logic models to craft your measures 

(setting them) Peer to Peer and presentation/interactive training 
� Agenda Items – More specific on the agenda so people know what to 

bring, what to expect, etc. 
� Educating Up – Managing your leaders
